2. Citations and explanations 
Concerning claims 1-4 

Document 1 (JP, 9-155202, A) and document 2 (JP, 9-1 12259, A) describe an exhaust system part that 
has a pipe containing a catalyst carrier at the central portion thereof and having almost tapered reduced 
diameter portions formed at both ends of said central portion, said reduced diameter portions of the pipe 
at said both ends being formed by spinning work. 

Document 3 (JP, 1-1 1937, Y) and document 4 (JP, 63-45533, Y) describe an exhaust system part that 
consists of an inner pipe containing a catalyst carrier inside and having almost tapered reduced diameter 
portions formed at both ends of the catalyst carrier and an outer pipe sheathing the inner pipe, with a 
cushioning member contained in the space formed between the outer pipe and the inner pipe. 

However, it is considered difficult to apply the spinning work described in document 1 or 2 to the 
outer circumference of the outer pipe of the double pipe structure described in document 3 or 4. So, the 
subject matters of claims 1-4 appear to involve an inventive step.
